HEALTH VISITORS’ TRAINING. 

It has been felt for some time that the training 
scheme laid down by the Board of Education in 
1919 has not been a success. Few trained nurses 
have entered for this shortened course, for after 
three years or more of professional training, they 
are unwilling or unable to devote a further yea 
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to training as health visitors. Moreover in 2 
number of hospitals the training for nurses me 
includes instruction in certain subjects of th 
course prescribed for health visitors, and it i 
hardly necessary to require nurses so trained t, 
spend a whole year in full-time preparation for 
the further certificate. In these circumstaness 
the Board of Education has announced its Willing. 
ness to approve whole or part-time courses of 
less than one year’s duration at recognised insti. 
tutions for trained nurses who have had a three 
years’ course of general hospital training or a 
full course of training at a children’s hospital 
and these shortened courses will also be open to 
women who have acted for three years as health 
visitors in the service of local authorities and wt 
are willing to take a short refresher course.

POOR LAW NURSES AND 
SUPERANNUATION, 

DURING the past year the attention of the 
National Poor Law Officers’ Association has been 
called from time to time to cases of hardship 
arising through nurses being not entitled to super- 
annuation allowances owing to their having con- 
tracted out of the Act at the commencement of 
their period of training. The Executive Con- 
mittee points out that there is really no object 
in a probationer contracting out, because her 
appointment as a probationer is for a limited 
period, and she is therefore entitled at the end 
of that time to claim the return of her super 
annuation contributions. It is therefore to the 
interest of every probationer to contribute under 
the Superannuation Act of 1896, during her first 
three years’ service, because, if at the end of that 
period she decides to continue in the service, sh 
will have preserved her right to superannuation ; 
on the other hand, if she then decides to lev 
the service, she can recover the superannuation 
contributions paid by her. The Committee has 
accordingly instructed the Secretary. to prepalt 
a leaflet explaining to probationer nurses thet 
position under the Superannuation Acts of artd 
and 1897. It is with pleasure that we give pu) 
licity to this important step on the part of Me 
Association.

PADDINGTON HOSPITAL. 


Tut report of the proceedings of the General 
Nursing Council with reference to this Hospital 
bas naturally caused great indignation among the 
wrsing staff. Paddington Hospital has been a 
nurse training school since 1900, and now owing 
tounauthorised and erroneous statements has had 
its name referred back by the General Nursing 
Council from inclusion in the list of recognised 
training schools. 

Paddington Hospital had as its first matron 
Miss Jane Styring, one of the pioneers ia Infirmary 
taining, under whom and under succeeding 
matrons there has been a history of steady progress 
and development in the training of nurses. 

Miss Copeman, the matron, who was trained at 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, and who has carried out 
various reforms which have brought the infirmary 
upte hospital status, explains that the engagement 
{male nurses is only a temporary measure owing 
to the shortage of female nurses. In no case do 
they manage any of the wards, there being a sister 
incharge and a senior woman nurse in every ward. 
Moreover, the acute male wards are entirely 
aursed by women nurses with the-addition of a 
male nurse for screen cases. Personally, we have 
not the slightest doubt that the “ referring back’’ 
Samatter of form, and that the Infirmary, which 
Sin the front rank of Poor Law training schools, 
will shortly be recognised.

AVING had the privil ge of being trained 
H on a syllabus which kept in view the 
importance of pre ventive and social work 
as well as curative medicine I feel most strongly 
that the two shovld not be separated or isolated 
one from the other. I know from personal experi 
ence that if both points of view are brought before 
the mind of the probationer nurse at the very 
outset of her career, from her prelim inary training 
school days, it will only stimulate her to greate! 
interest and further her activities in the future 
as her knowledge increases. The need for pre 
vention should form a portion of the very ground 
work of her education, and the importance of these 
early impressions cannot be over-estimated. With 
a four vears’ training carried out on lines 
by a syllabus similar to that issued by the G.N.! 
with the general nursing exai ination held at the 
end of the third year, it should be quite possibl 
for the general hospitals to specialise during the 
fourth year in training their nurses in further 
pul lic health and preventive work provi les

Che draft regulations of the Board of Education 
ior the training of health visitors (1919) stipulated 
that a whole year, quite apart from hospital 
should be given by fully qualified 
specialised training for this work at 
recognised by the Board. Owing to the generosity 
of a grant from the College of Nursing I was 
enabled to take a course in that same year, and 
although I shall always be grateful for the experi 
ence, I found there was much needless overlapping, 
both in theoretical and practical work, for one 
already trained as a nurse on the lines I have 
nentioned. It is largely owing to this overlapping 
as well as finance that the has not found 
favour with the majority of trained nurses, most 
of whom prefer to take the R.S.I. course, which 
they can do in hospital, but the Board of Education 
now, I understand, withdrawn the one-veat 
conajtion for trained nurses, and has invited 
institutions to forward details of new schemes for 
consideration and approval, one condition being 
that the final examination shall be of the same 
standard as that taken by full-time students 

The hospitals should certainly be institutions 
recognised by the Board as the training centres of 
future public health visitors and infant welfare 
workers. Preventive medicine must occupy a 
definite place in the curriculum of training for 
nurses. The State has need of the trained woman, 
for with her knowledge of disease and the ravages 
made by ill-health she is better fitted to fight 
against such conditions and on the side of pre- 
vention than the one with no such knowledge. 
The nursing profession should be the State’s most 
valuable asset in all health matters, whether 
preventive or curative.

whole question would need to be carefully réviewed and 
considered rhe B. of E. scheme had failed as very few 
trained nurses had entered for that particular course 
The nurses should be ready to give up something to the 
hospitals, and to understand their limits. A Publi 
Health nurse must have at least six months special train- 
ing for her special work just as Queen's Nurses had six 
months’ district training after their general training 
The salary was the root of many of the difficulties, and 
she proposed the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously carried That this meeting held under the 
auspices ot the College of Nursing to consider the subject 
of preventive and social work in relation to the education 
of probationer nurses feels that it is impossible to encourage 
the right type of woman to enter the health services 
unless the support of the Ministry of Health can be 
secured in obtaining for them just remuneration. This 
meeting urges that the minimum salary of all appoint- 
ments sanctioned by the Minister of Health for a qualified 
nurse be not less than £200 per annum.” 

It was decided that Miss Watt, who considered that 
a Health Visitor’s course ought to be taken other than 
at a hospital should be given an opportunity of explain- 
ing her views at a conference to be called in the near 
future

T the third annual meeting held at St 
Hospital, on June 24th, a large number of matrons 
from all parts of England were present Before 

the business meeting there was a short service in ‘the 
Hospital Chapel. In his address, the Ven. Archdeacon 
Holmes said that he had chosen the medizval fragment 
“Something old, Something new, Something borrowed, 
Something blue” as he felt some thoughts might be 
thered up 2s applicable to the nursing profession 
The old great ideals were still ours, but new ideas could 
be gained from the younger members of the profession 
with perhaps widely different views Those who had 
worked long should try to keep young to welcome the 
new ideas, and use them in the best way possible. The 
“something borrowed” could be somebody’s thoughts 
and their different method of stating and doing and with an 
association of four hundred and fifty members and local 
groups much could be done by combination and the inter- 
change of thoughts, ‘‘ Something blue” was typical 
of a great deal as no artist had ever painted a picture 
of the Madonna without more or less blue on her robe. 
It represented the highest type of womanhood, and every 
matron or superintendent needed to remember her duty 
and privilege of putting before every woman with whom 
she came in contact the highest ideal 


The report showed that forty-five new members had 
been added during 1921 Many subjects of professional 
interest’ had been considered including scale of salaries, 
exemption of nurses from jury service, salaries for trained 
health visitors, Unemployment Insurance, et« 


The local groups had continued to show their value 
and importance and several delegates who were present 
at the meeting gave an account of the activities in their 
own areas with regard to the work of the Association. 


Several questions were asked as to the G.N.C. schemes 
of affiliation for the smaller hospitals and on the subject 
ofregistration. The chairman, Miss Lloyd Still, urged all 
members of the Association to impress on their nursing 
staffs the value and great importance of prompt 
registration. 

A provincial matron asked for the opinion of other 
matrons as to the amount of holiday usual or desirable. 
Some replied that four, five or six weeks during the 
year were given, but there was no rule evidently. Most 
thought four weeks in summer, two in spring was an 
ideal to be gained. 

It was unanimously agreed that letters of thanks 
should be sent to Lady Cowdray for her great gift to 
the nursing profession, and to the College of Nursing 
and Mr. Lyle for their part in securing exemption for 
nurses from Unemployment Insurance. 


At the close of the meeting, Miss Lloyd Still entertained 
the members to tea.

ROYAL NATIONAL PENSION FUND 
FOR NURSES. 


VIR ERIC HAMBRO presided on Thursday of last 

S week over the 35th annual general meeting of 
members of the Fund held at the Royal Society of 

Arts, John Street, Adelphi. In moving the adoptio1 
of the report and balance sheet, he said that it would be 


seen that the number of policies during 1921 was siightly 
below that for 1920. That was in accordance the 
experience of life offices generally Just under 200 
nurses entered upon their annuities in the course of 1921 
making the average for four years over 200 
a year He desired to draw attention to the fact 
both existing policy holdersas wellas annuitants and those 
who were not yet drawing annuities took up fresh poli 
each year There fact, more 
two or more policies than those who merely held 
policy. That only went to show that those who knew the 
Fund best were those who supported it with the greatest 
enthusiasm Ihe invested funds had increased by 
{6,000, and now stood at /2,166,924 Just under one 
half was invested in War Loan or other British Govern

ment Securities Owing to recent events in connection 
with one or two companies, policy holders generally had 
he thought, had their faith shaken somewhat because of 
the manner in which securities were sometimes dealt 
with As far as their Fund was concerned, securities 
were never handled in the office.

Mr. Schooling mentioned that the Fund now paid away 


the large sum of /81,000 a year in pensions Buy a 
pension, it was said, and you live for ever lo a large 
extent that was true with regard to their pensioners, 
because they lived far longer than they expected 
Laughter.) The Fund congratulated them upon so 


doing, but it had the disadvantage of making its tables 
incorrect, because the tables were founded upon the 
Government annuity experience. * The Fund's experience 
was that about half the right number of nurses died 
(Laughter.) With regard to withdrawals, they would 
like to see fewer of them. It was possible that they would 
have seriously to consider the question of the alteration 


of surrender values. Sir Thomas Dewey had told him 
that the Junius S. Morgan Benevolent Fund was in a 
very prosperous condition, but that he would like to 
see a larger number of subscriptions. The Fund had 


received the sum of £1,000 from the estate of Miss B. M 
Filliter, which showed that some people knew what a 


good society the Fund was, otherwise they would not 
leave their money to it 
The chairman said that many thanks were due to Mr 


Dick and his staff (cheers), for all the work they had done 
in connection with the Fund during very arduous and 
difficult times. They had weathered the worst of storms 


and that was greatly due to Mr. Dick and his staff. (Cheers 
Mr. Louis H. M. Dick, the secretary, in reply, thanked 
the members for receiving his name so kindly. He did 


however, take all the thanks to himself He could 
not have merited them had it not been for his staff \ 
great proportion of the credit due to them The 
Fund never had a more valuable servant than Mr. Facey, 
and Miss Blake, who knew the work and 
had been of the greatest assistance. No institution had a 
more contented staff At the present moment, although 
two lady members of it were seriously ill in hospital, 
they had been instrumental in securing recruits for the 
Fund. That was an example to them all

ECLAMPSIA AND 


N a paper re ad before the Section of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology of the Royal Society of 
Medicine Mr.R. H. Paramore, F.R.C.S.Eng., 

presents a new conception of eclampsia, namely 
that the maternal visceral lesions explain the 
toxemia. ‘‘ That such visceral lesions precedc 
eclampsia must be admitted ; they cannot be 
merely terminal events in the disease. Although 
we may believe that the hematomata of the livei 
sometimes found are caused by the fits, and even 
that the fits exaggerate the pathological process, 
the view that the fits cause the lesions is untenable”’ 
The albuminuria, casts in the urine, vomiting, 
manifestation of hepatic derangement, are evidence 
that a change in the liver and kidneys often 
occurs long before eclampsia supervenes. If such 
sions arise, a toxemia must develop. Mr. 
Paramore thinks it arises because the liver is 
incapable of playing its true part, and he regards 
the toxemia as an aberration of normal metabolism, 

Other workers have believed that the maternal 
lesions are primary. Lever in 1843 believed that 
puerperal convulsions resuited from undue pres- 
sure of the renal veins by the pregnant uterus, 
and although his conception fell through because 
pressure on the renal veins could not be admitted 
and because it did not explain the hepatic lesions, 
at that time unknown—yet subsequent authors 
have been unable to demonstrate that the 
differences in the abdominal wall are without 
significance in this matter. 

Mr. Paramore’s theory is that the pressure 
which gives rise to the lesions is an exaggerated 
intra-abdominal pressure produced in certain 
cases of pregnancy and during labour. In some 
cases liver lesions, in others kidney lesions, may 
appear first and be most marked ; as a rule, both 
aise together. Such a compression of the kidneys, 
for instance, will clearly explain the anuria which, 
in the presence of a toxemia, induces the fits. 
But a compression of the kidneys and liver, if 
feat enough and persistent enough, will explain 
the necrosis of the cells whereby a toxemia 
appears, 

Many considerations show that intra-abdominal 
Pressure is intimately related to general meta- 
bolism, its increase in pregnancy has_ been 
demonstrated. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the pressure, as pregnancy advances, becomes 
Seater in strong muscular women than in those 
who are weak. It is to be expected that in 
pimagravide, in whom the abdominal wall has

never before been inordinately stretched, greater 
pressure should occur, other things being equal, 
than in pregnant multipare. Similarly, it is 
obvious that tight-lacing raises the intra-abdominal 
pressure. So also, in cases in which the abdom- 
inal distension is markedly increased (as in twins, 
hydramnios, concealed accidental hemorrhage), 
the pressure is greater. It is in cases in which 


such conditions obtain that the toxemia of 
pregnancy is found and that eclampsia is so 


prone to occur, 

Why do 60 per cent. to 80 per cent of all cases 
of eclampsia occur in primagravidae, especially 
in those of strongly muscula1 type: [he inci 
dence of eclampsia in unmarried women affords 
experimental proof of the conception of heightened 
intra-abdominal pressure favouring visceral lesions, 
for these women often tight-lace to hide thei 
condition. The proneness to eclampsia in cases 
of multiple pregnancy, hydramnios, and con- 
cealed hemorrhage, is well known; they have one 
conspicuous feature in common, namely, that the 
size of the uterus for the period of pregnancy is 
considerably larger than it should be. This 
increased is a condition affecting intra- 
abdominal pressure. 

Lastly, there is the incidence in labour, which is 
significant. Labour naturally causes, at intervals 
more or less prolonged, very great rises of intra- 
abdominal pressure. While eclampsia usually 
induces labour, the latter occasionally precedes 
the unconsciousness and the fits. 

Mr. Paramore thinks that post-partum eclampsia 
must be attributed to the effects of labour ; in 
such cases labour, no doubt, acts on viscera prone 
to the disease, prone because pressure has pre- 
vailed. We know that the albuminuria of preg- 
nancy is made worse by labour ; and even that 
albumin first appears during this act. “ Labour 
occasionally causes some transient change in the 
kidneys ; so also, it determines a 
change in the liver, even necrosis.”
